years for more than

century, 
according to the lipiscopal address of 
the board of bishojis, read at today's 
session of the Methodist general confer- 
ence by Bishop John "\V. Hamilton, of 
Boston. 


The Episcopal Address. 


The Episcopal address, wliich is thr 
¡tornial utterance of the bishops of the 
church, reviewed the work of the denom- 
ination .since the Minneapolis conference 
of 1912 and made recommendations con- 
i ceniing future labors. It emphasized tiic 
I responsibility and opportunity resulting 
' from the war, saying: 


"'The occasion requires the keenest dis- 
cernment ERid most tolerant 
aiiprccia- 
tion of the opinions and fee]in;is in the 
several nations. 
Tliis is especially true 
of Methodists, who by their systems of 
church polity are related to every na- 
tion 
a t war. 
In 
Petroirrad, 
Rome, 
Erankfort, Erance 
and 
Hungary the 
work of the church is being i)Ianncd and 
carried on- with a forward look." 


Approves Church Union. 


TJie proposal to reunite the Metho- 
dist Episcopal iind the Methodist Epi.s- 
copal church south, which divided about 
seventy years ago over the question of 
slaver V, is ap))roved in tl^e address. '^I he 
attitude of the bisliops on this question 
follows: 
"We are convinced of the es- 
sential unity of the two great Method- 
isms ill doctrine and life, and this es- 
sential" UHiorr mtist in due season ex- 
press itself 
in 
outward 
and organic 
form. 
Without presuming to pronounce 
upon the terms 
of 
union we declare 
ourselves earnestly in favur of the or- 
ganic union of the Methodist Episcopal 
church and the 
INlethodist 
Episcopal 
church south, and sueli other bodies as 
may share our common faith and e.\- 
perience. 
.Moreover we dcclare our^elvc^ 
in favor of such a union upon lerin: 
that shall ])rovide an anijde and brolli 
crly protection for any iniiioiuty."'

Anderson Company Per- 
fects a Monster Tractor 
Aeroplane. 


Anderson, Ind., May 2.—Work of as- 
sembling the new A-12 tractor 
aero- 
plane, manufactured by the American 
Aircraft company, of this city, is be- 
ing completed, and the managers of the 
factory expect to make a trial 
flight 
bv the last of the coming week. The 
big machine ^ is 
almost 
complete and 
Maurice Coombs, who drew up plans for 
the machine, will take the plane to the 
air in a short time. 


The new aeroplane, wluch is being 
manufactured in Anderson, is to be a 
tri-plane, extending CO feet from tip to 
tip. 
I t is propelled by two motors of 
150 horse power each and is capable of 
carrying twelve passengers.

twenty-four hours, traveling at a rate 
of 98 miles an hour.

John Keefe, of Indianapolis, wlio is 
the secretary of the American Aircraft 
company, thus far has refused to di- 
vulge the market for the large machine, 
but it is known that the capacity of the 
plant will be greatly increased as soon 
as the first few machines are turned out.

Hardy Mariners Quit Ocean Toil 


For Safe Job With Landlubbers 


Vessels in Seattle port waiting for crews to man 
them. 


By Jack Jungmeyer. 


Seattle, AVash., May 2.—Is the Amer- 
ican workman through with the sea? 


Six months' incentive under the most 
favorable law ever enacted for seame^ 
has failed to produce enough certified 
^mariners to meet the demand. 


The conclusion is dawning on shipping 
circles that the stock from which ocean 
toilers were recruited has become hope- 
lessly landlubberish. 


Vessels Long Delayed. 


So marked is the shortage of both 
certified and uncertified crewsmen along 
the Pacific that many vessels have been 
compelled 
to delay their sailings for 
days and even weeks. 


Others have left port under special 
dispensation. 


Ship owners are blaming the LiaFol-' 
lette law, saying that the requirements 
are too stringent. 


But the fact seems to be that even 
with th'« f»'-or''^le 
to temnt the»", 
thousands of old salts who have quit 
the sea because of its harshness cannot 
be lured away from the land jobs. 


And the yoimg men arc not eager 
for a life on the waves. 


Reaping the Harvest. 


Ship owners are today reaping the 
harvest of their inconsiderate treatment 
of the merchant sailors of 
yesterday. 
That is the explanation of the men who 
have quit the foVastle. 


According to U. S. Inspector of Hulls, 
Capt. B. B. Whitney, the mimber o: 
seamen going out of this port is prac- 
tically 
what it has been for several 
years past. 


The tremendous increase in shipping 
activity 
has. however, so boosted the 
demand for men that the normal quota 
is entirely insufficient. 


"This season of the year," explained 
Capt. Whitney, "always sees practlcalty, 


all the Pacific coast seamen employed 
.Add to that the unusual shipping- in- 
crease and the shortage of 
men can 
readily be understood. 


"Many ship owners have insisted ,on 
having their entire crew certified men, 
whereas the law only demands 40 per 
cent, during the first year. 
Thè late 
comers, naturally, have found some diffi- 
culty in getting the tested men. 


"But the uncertified men are iuat aa 
scarce as the accredited ones at this 
port. 


'T have passed'1.200 seamen and 700 
lifeboat men in Seattle since the new 
law went into effect. 


"I believe there would be the same 
shortage even were the LaFollette 'ac< 
not in effect. 
There are not enough 
men in the sea market."

INDIANA LOCAL HISTORY 


The house of representatives, sitting as a committee of the whole, 
has voted 193 to 151 to reject the provision in the Philippine bill 
authorizing the president to grant independence to the islands in 
four years, and the action is assumed to mean the definite defeat of 
the Clark amendment. It must be said, too, that the action of the 
house is in line with the best sentiment and ^ the most sound advice 
that has been heard on the proposal. We think there has been no 
change in the American appreciation of the fact that as quickly as 
they are competent to govern themselves the Filipino people should 
be given freedom, nor has there been anywhere in America a dispo- 
sition to withhold it from them. It appears to be the almost unij 
versai Qpinion of those most familiar with conditions, however, that 
the time for that action has not yet arrived. The granting of free- 
dom to the islands, when it doe^ come, will not absolve the United 
States from a certain measure of responsibility for their peace and 
their orderliness. 
Until it is entirely safe to grant independence 
Avith the confidence that the islands and the people are prepared 
for it, Uncle Same is taking the wiser course in retaining his tem- 
porary rule there. The prospect of having to perform another job 
of pacification there is not one to be relished. 


Speaking before the Kotary club, Arthur F. Hall, general man- 
ager of the Lincoln National Life Insurance company, declared that 
in raising a fund of $300,000 to provide a Young Men's Christian 
association building in this city, Fort "Wayne is about to perform 
the biggest thing she has yet done. And Mr. Hall is right about it. 
No institution will mean more |or the development of healthful, 
wholesome citizenship among the young men of this city than will 
the Y. M. C. A. Let no man be daunted by the magnitude of the 
undertaking. It can be done. More than that, it will be done. Fort 
Wayne will not permit the effort to fail.

By 
the time hostilities have ceased all the 
requisitioned. cars," he 
says, "will 
be 
ready for either the scrap heap or the 
barnain counter. 
All those who motored 
before the 
war and the thousands 
of 
soldiers and officers who have learned 
to drive since, must buy anew if they 
want serviceable car^. 
Their purses will 
be 
lighter, 
and 
their 
living 
expenses 
heavier, so they will naturally want to 
ÍÍO light on luxuries. 
The popular car 
will sell at from 3,000 to 6,000 friyics. 


"The American constructors have stud- 
ied the cost of turning out a car more 
closely than the French, who have aimed 
first rather to perfection and only sec- 
ondary at lowest consistent cost. 
The 
Americans, however, seem to have ar- 
rived at low costs in many points with- 
out aflfecting the running qualitic.s of 
their cars or their wearing 
properties.
